or early summer of 1798, and that it was anterior to ‘ Love,” 
which was first published in the Morning Post, December 21, 
1799, under the heading “Introduction to the Tale of the 
Dark Ladie.”’ This note is of particular interest, not only 
because it fixes the date of the composition of the poem in the 
period of Coleridge’s greatest poetical activity and genius, but
